WORKIN G HOURS APHOAP. 

riis r.nncin nf Ilia LstisrlnK till' la V»- 
rlous Rarspsan Caantrlas. 

A Turkish laboring day lasts from 
in in-lit! to sunsot with certain Inter- 
vnh for refreshments nnd repeso, says 
CAuniixrj' Journal. In Montenegro 
tho day laborer begins work hot ween 
ft nnd ti In tho< morning, knocks off at 
o for half nn hour, works on till noon, 
rests until 2, nnd then In bars an until 
sunset. This Is In summer. In win- 
ter he commences work at 7:30 or 8, 
rests from VI lo 1, and works uninter- 
ruptedly from that tlmo to suuset. 
Tlio rules respecting skilled lnhor nro 
theoretically the same, but cnnshlonv. 
hlo laxity prevails In practice, lo 
Stir via tha principle of individual con- 
venience rules in every case. In Port- 
ugal from sunrise lo nioiet Is tho 
untial length of tho working day. 
With field laborers nnd workmen In 
tho building trade the summer work- 
ing day begins at -tiHO or A In tha morn- 
ing ami ends nt 7 In tho evening, two 
or three hours' rest being tuken In the 
middle nf the day. In winter iho 
hours are from 7:30 to 5, with a short- 
er interval of repose. In manufac- 
tories the rulu la twelve hours la sum- 
mer and ten In winter, with an hour 
sod a half allowed for meals, 

Eleven bourn is the average day's la- 
bor In llotglum, hut brewer./ men 
work from leu to seventeen hours; 
hrlcktunkers, sixteen; tho cabinet- 
imikors nf Ilrussels and Ghent nre oft- 
en at work seventuen hours, with nn 
hour nnd a half off at noon; railway 
guards sometimes know what It is to 
work nineteen and a half hours at a 
stretch, mid In Iho mining districts 
woman are often kept nt truck-lead- 
ing nud similar heavy labor for thir- 
teen or fourteen hours. * 

Tha normal workday throughout 
Saxony Is thirteen hours, with two 
hours ullowaneo for m»al-taklng. Id 
Iladon Die medium duration of labor Is 
front ten to twelve hours, but In some 
cases It fnr exceeds this, oflvu rising lo 
ti ft een hours in stanowaro and china 
works nud com m- m ills; In euw-mllls 
to seventeen hours; while tho workers 
In the sugar rellncrlvs, where the shift 
system Is* in vogue, work for twenty- 
four hours nnd then hnvo twentv-futii 
hours free, and in many of tho lludun 
factories Sunday work is the rule. In 
Hiisslan industrial establishments the 
dilTurcncu In tho working hours Is 
something extmonlluary. varying 
from sis to twenty. It Is remarka- 
ble that these great divergencies occur 
lu Iho samo branches of imliistrv with- 
in tho sanio luspei'tors's district nnd 
among establishments whoso produost 
realises Ilia sumo market price.

Dirt and unclounllooss are 
eipeclally favorable to the crowlh at 
baetorio. nnd cans that aro not proper- 
ly clounad, as tho milk Is poured out 
of tlium, will bucotno (rent brooding 
places for tho conns. Milk cans that 
uro roturnod from the oity on hot days, 
will invariably abound In microbes, 
for thoy uro roldom clcnaod out before 
tbey ore ro-shlppod. After thoy nro 
rccelvod thoy must bo thoroughly 
cleansed nnd purified before other milk 
is poured Into them, Tho dairyman 
gets all tha bluniD for Impure milk, 
uad bonce he should be the ona to 
exorciso great carefulness.

Ills soto aim has been "to ralso 
and handle sheop as might seem best 
at tho time." Ho hna good, bad and 
Indifferent animals, and It it signifi- 
cant that "thoy always paid." Sbeop 
have brought his Holds up to the high- 
ait fertility, although ho grows large 
crops of hay and sells much of It on 
the farm. With sheop to furnish fer- 
tilizer ho can afford lo do It, and his 
soil holds Its own all the lime. 
, The sheep were In two Hocks, a mile 
apart, nnd both in woodd pasture, 
where ho nt ways humanely koops them 
In hot wentfaor. Entering tbo gnto and 
taking acuta on a log, ho called to 
them; nil assembled around us, acting 
na fnmlllar as klltons. Ihore was not 
ono that bu could not tako la his arms 
and caress, and ho would not have

They lie down 
in tho path of all good mnfemenl*, sanitary, 
social, political and religious, They harness 
their horses with no traces lo pull ahead 
hut only broechlng atrnps lo hold back. 
Vor all Christian work I wonld not give tor 
a thousand ot I hum the pries of a clipped 
loucanl piece. Thoy »ro In the 1'laln of l)b, 
nol May the Lord multiply the number* Of 
those who, when anything good Is under- 
taken nre found to live la the 1'laln of Uh, 
yest Will yon support this new charily? 
Oh, yes I Ho you think this victim of evil 
lialiltcsn be roformedT Oh, yesl Are you 
willing lo do anything, whether obfCara or 
resounding, for ihewelfiraoftlieehurchnnd 
the talvatlou ot a ruined world? Oh, yesl 
Hut I am sorry to aay the most populous 
plain In all tho earth to-day 1* the plain of 
Onot 

Here now wacomo wbsra tlood the field* 
into which Sainton Bred the fetes. Tito 
foxes are no rarity In this land, J counted 
at ono lltne twenty or thirty of them In one 
group and the cry alt along the line was 
"Kniri: I-iviU at tho fotesl" and at night 
they tomotlmes bark until all attempt* to 
■Icep are an absurdity. Those I taw and 
heard In Palestine may have been detcen- 
dnnls of the very fotet that famson em- 
ployed for an appalling Incendlnrltm. Tbo 
wealth nf that laud Was In lhe harvests nnd 
It was harvest lime and the straw was dry. 
Three hundred foxes are caught and tied In 
couples by some wire or Incombustible cord 
which the Barnes cannot divide, and flrs- 
hranda are fattened lo tno*e couples or 
foies, and the frightened creature* are let 
loose nnd run every whllhor among tha 
harvests and In tho awful blase down goc* 
the corn shocks, and the vineyards, and Iho 
olives, and nil through the valley* and over 
Iho hills, and In lha village* 1* hoard the cry 
of Sre: And In thn burnt pathway walk 
Hunger, and Want ami IlmoUtloo. 

All this for spite. And mint theologians 
learn one thing, and soma another. Hut I 
learn from It that a great man. may tome- 
i hues stoop toavcrrmcon piece of butlnrss, 
and that If men would use at much Ingenu- 
ity tn trying lo btnss as they do In trying In 
destroy, tha world all the way down would 
have been In teller condition. Yet the Dro 
of the fuses kindled Hint night In Palestine 
has not gone out, but ha* leaped lhe seas, 
and lhe sly fates, tho human fates, are now 
■till running every whither, kindling polit- 
ical Ores, tires of rallglous controversy, Arcs 
of hate, world-wide firr*, and whole har- 
vests of righteousness perish. It took tha 
hunt work of multitudes on all theso plains 
of Palestine far months and months to rear 
lhe vine and raise the corn, but It took only 
300 worthless foxes ono night to htaxs all 
Into ashes, 

Hraco up your nerve* now, that you may 
look while t point them out, Yonder Is 
Klrjath-Jearlm, where the ark of tlml 
■tared until David took it to Jerusalem. 
Yonder John the Haptltt was burn. Yon- 
der is Kmmau* where Christ walked wllh 
the disciples at evenlldo. Hero are mea 
ploughing, only ono hnndla lo Iho plough, 
•bowing the accuracy et Christ's allusion. 
When we plough la America or England 
there are two handles, but la 1'ales- 
llnaonly one handle. And to Christ uses 
the singular ttylngi "No man having put 
bis hand to tha plough and looking back- 
ward Is fit for the kingdom." The ox 1* 
urged on by a wooden stick pointed with o 
sharp Iron, and tha ox knowt enough not to 
kick, for he would only hurt hltnsclf Instoad 
of breaking the goad- And tho lljble rofor* 
to Ihut when Itaays In Haul: "ft, 1* hard for 
ihoe to kick against tho goads. 

Here It lha valley uf AJnlon, famous for 
Jothua'n pursuit of tha (Ire kings, and the 
lunar arrest, And In Imagination I toe the 
moon In day- tlmo halt. Who ha* not toniu- 
limes seen tho moiili dispute the throne 
with the tun?
